FOOD STAMPS 
APPROVED 


| Plan To Be Undertaken 
On National Basis In 
3 Months, Says Wallace 


| Agriculture Henry A. Wallace said 


distributing farm surpluses among 
low income groups, begun three 
| monthse ago as an experiment, will 
| be expanded on a national basis in 
| a few months. 


Agriculture department officials 
said that for the immediate future 
| extension of the plan would affect 
| Only workers on the relief rolls. If 
an experiment is successful at 
Shawnee, Okla., where stamps are 
given privately employed workers 
getting less than $19.50 a week, it 
Will be extended to this class of 
workers in other areas. 

Secretary Wallace said that ex- 
pansion will be gradual and that 
| the number of cities in which the 
plan will be put into operation will 
depend upon the program’s success- 
ful operation. The food Stamp sys- 
tem now 1s operating in six cities, 

Under the stamp plan surplus 
foods are distributed to relief cli- 
ents and, in Shawnee, Okla. to low 
income families, through sale of 
orange stamps and free distribution 
of blue stamps. 

Results of the experiment in Ro- 
chester, N. Y., and other experi- 
mental cities, warrant the gradual 
extension of the plan to other areas. 
Wallace said. The plan was Started 
in Rochester May 15. 

Wallace said that a complete an- 
alysis of the plan will require a long 
| period of experimenting but that 
Surveys show that the mechanics for 
| operation of the plan have run quite 
| Smoothly and that it has resulted in 
| increased consumption of other 
foods as well as surpluses. 

In Rochester, food sales have in- 
creased eight per cent since the 
| stamp plan was started. Of that in- 
crease only 3 per cent was account- 
ed for by the blue stamps, which 
were exchanged for surpluses.

BUTCHERS OUT 
AT CAPITAL 


Strike Not Likely To 
Have Repercussions 
In El Dorado County 


Although Sacramento butchers on 
strike and supply wagons carrying 
| processed meats failed for the sec- 
ond successive day to come to Pla- 
cerville on Tuesday, it was believed 
|that El Dorado County will, in a 
large measure, escape inconveni- 
|ence because of the strike. 

Most of the butchers, anticipating 
the trouble, are said to have laid in 
large stocks of processed meats in 
advance and some of the trades- 
indicated that fresh meats 
| may be obtained in adequate supply 
' from local sources or, these failing, 
'from San Francisco. 

SACRAMENTO, ‘lt’ —A citywide 
strike of butchers, meat cutters and 
slaughter house workers entered its 
second day today without indication 
of compromise between employers 
and union members demanding pay 
|increases and vacations with pay. 

Only a few meat shops were open 
and it Was expected the city would 
be forced on a vegetable diet by 
‘Thursday or Friday unless the 
| strike is ended. Teamsters are co- 
| Operating to prevent outside meat 
supplies from being shipped in. Most 
of the shops open were those signed 
up for the pay increases and certain 
“one-man” shops not hiring em- 
ployes. 

Many shops and housewives 
, bought up large supplies of meat in 
|} advance of the strike. 

Wages asked are from $40 to $42 
for meat cutters in retail markets; 
$41 to 44 for jobbing meat cutters; 
$40 unchanged for sausage makers 
and $41.50 unchanged for slaughter-
